On Navy Secured 


Lleutenant Jack Pa»chal, h*r« to 


«ecur« records of men of th« vicinity 
who served in th« Confederate na\y. 
Is -meeting with success, h# reported 
laat ulght. • Several veteran* have 
come forward andi given him valuable 
Information or put him in touch with 
sources which might r«*ult In data 
bearing on that branch of the serv- 
ice being secured. 
Lieut. Paschal, 


who Is here from Atlanta, and who Is 
assisting Admiral A. O.~ Wright, say* 
that there were approximately 6,500 
men ;n the Confederate navy, and 
that of that number about 500 were 
Virginians. 
All of the 
enlistment 
papers of seamen, together with the 
records of the navy were burned at 
Richmond before the end of the Civil 
War. The compilation of rosters and 
histories is now proceeding and the 
investigator has succeeded in estab- 
lishing cla'ms of some widows to pen- 
sions, which otherwise they would not 
have received. 


Virginia can lay claim to one of the 


bravest officers in the 
Confederate 
navy 
Capt. James W. Cooke, of 


Portsmouth, 
Va. 
Captain 
Cooke 
gained popularity through his skill 
in handling the ram Albemarle at the 
capture of Plymouth. 


The Albemarle was designed 
and 


built by Capt Cooke near Edwards 
Ferry on the Roanoke river. All tim- 
ber used was cut at that point and 
Capt. Cooke thiough his diligent ef- 
forts almost became the joke of the 
locality bj his untiring efforts to lo- 
cate enough iron with which to- make 
his ship the most formidable one 
afloat 
Capt Cooke could be seen of- 


ten around blacksmith shops picking 
up scrap Iron that had been cast aside 
and it was not long before he became 
known as the "Iron-monger1' captain 


The ram 
Albemarle 
was built 'n 


a coin held of unseasoned timber and 
scrap Iron with nothing but a black- 
smith shop to aid in the mechanical 
part of the construction. 


It was the Confedeiate navy which 
first introduced into naval warfare the 
ilfled gun. this being iniented by 
Robert M Brooke one of the profes- 
sors of Virginia Military Institute, as 
was the _first ironclad ship for naval 
w.artare, "-and -Introduced bj Brooke 
ana Matthew Maury, also of the Vir- 
ginia' Military Institute. 
Then the 


submarine boat known as The Fish, 
iniented and introduced by Hundly & 
McClmtock of Mobile, Ala . which op- 
erated against and sank the federal 
frigate Housatonic in Charleston har- 
bor In 1863 


The first torpedo boat to be used 
was the David being built at Charles- 
ton by Theodore Storrey, of Norfolk, 
Va , at his personal expense and who 
delivered her to Lieut W T. Glas- 
sell who attempted to use her against 
the Federal sloop New Ironsides This 
attempt 
proved disastrous 
to the

So far as the Republican organiza- 


tion of the Kifth congressional dls- 
trlctNl*"'concerned, there will be no 
candidate placed in the field this Fall 
to contest the seat for Congress with 
Joseph Whitehead. Democrat. 
This 
was determined yesterday at a meet- 
Ing of the committee held at Mar- 
tinsvlllje which voted , G to 1. against 
making a nomination. Edmund Parr, 
of Patrick, Is said to have cast the 
only dissenting vote, this being no 
surprise, as the demand that a Re- 
publican candidate be placed in the 
field has come with greatest Insist- 
ence from the Republicans living in 
that county. W. C. Staples, chairman 
of the'Fifth district Republican com- 
mittee, presided -at the meeting, which 
was executive 
Efforts to learn the 
trend, of discussion among the mem- 
bers were unavailing last night. One 
member was questioned, but he said 
that he was not In a position to di- 
vulge the information, pointing out 
that the session was behind closed 
doors. 
,. 
The safest conclusion which can be 


drawn from the decision is that the 
Republicans recognize the fact that 
the Fifth district is Democratic by 
an overwhelming majority and that 11 
is useless to spend time and money 
in putting a candidate in the field 
when the foregone conclusion is that 
he will not be elected. 
Many have 
aspired, however, in the past, and 
have worked faithfully for the G. O. 
P., 'possibly in the .hope of some fu- 
ture reward at the hands of the party. 
The p'ractice appears to be Becoming 
unpopular. 
Though the Republican organiza- 
tion has turned its thumbs down on 
malting a n'omlnation, it does not fol- 
low that there will not be a Repub- 
lican candidate in the field, "wearing 
no man's collar," and aspiring as an 
independent 
The Martmsville meet-
